are members of the association, and the 
plants cannot berun without them. The 
corporation, however, has staffed sev- 
eral of their plants in a way, and claim 
to have ali tlao rneu necessary within 
reach to operate them ia full, as soon 
as the machinery is in proper'shap<!. 


Tbe developments of yesterday would 


appear to evidence slow, but sure, gains 
by the corporation.

peered a victory, te at Irondale, 0. At 
this place the American Tin Plate com- 
pany was compelled to close down its 
recently-opened plant for lack of men to 
operate it.

» myth in Maries county, says a Dixon 
(Mo.) 
dispatch to the St LouU Globe- 


Democrat. Tbat these slow going ani- 
mals survive for an indefinite period 
and sometimes revisit their former 
haunts is equally well established by a 
curious find made by Sheriff J. L. Cope- 
land of Maries county near Vienna re- 
cently.

chair. 
The 


meeting was attended by a large num- 
ber of the 110 stockholders and was a 
very enthusiastic one. The enthusi- 
asm lasted, too, after the meeting was 
oyer, several 
of 
the 
stockholders 


making the prediction to friends later 
in the evening that the day of proved 
success was near at hand. Others may 
be skeptical of 'the possibilities of 
Greylock e°ld mining, but many of 
the stockholders appear to have the 
courage of their convictions and faith 
and enthusiasm equal to their cour- 
age. 


At the meeting last night it was vot- 


ed to place 17,600 shares of treasury 
stock on the, market at 30 cents a. 
share. Any of the present stockhold- 
ers giving an order for any part of 
this new issue will ha/ro the privilege 
of buying an equal amount of treas- 
ury stock within the next six months. 
The object of putting thjs stock on the 
market at this time is to provide a 
roaster, which will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $3000. 


The roaster is found necessary be- 


cause of such refractory elements as 
sulphur and arsenic, both hard to get 
rid of by the present process. So far 
it is estimated that about 45 per cent 
of the gold has been lost, but with 
the roaster the results will be very 
much better. For the present no use 
will be made of the sulphug and ar- 
senic, but later on thene may also be 
made a source of plant to the com- 
pany. 


It has also been found necessary to 


put in a hydraulic air compressor for 
the drills. The shafts have been sunk 
to such a depth that the exhaust steam 
from the drills makes work by the men 
very difficult, because of the heat. It 
is hoped to have this air compressor 
in place inside of four weeks.

The first of thopo t° be opened anJ the 
h"T;her one of the two has been sunk 
to a depth of S5 feet at an angle of 
45 degrees. The second one was open- 
ed at a point lower than the present 
bottom of the first shaft and has been 
sunk 45 feet. 


With the exception of the roaster 


and air compressor the plan' is now 
practically complete and has been put 
in at a cost of abo'it $22,000. The cap- 
ital stock of the company is divided 
into 150.000 shares, besides which 50,- 
000 shares of treasury stock have been 
issued 
Of the capital stock Mr. Ly- 


ons holds 110,000 shares, while the oth- 
er 40,000 have been put on the market 
and sold. Of the treasury stock 10,- 
000 shares were to be sold for the de- 
velopment of the plant and so far 
about half of this has been disposed 
of. 
The other 40,000 shares were to 


remjain in the treasury to bo sold for 
the fcezieflt of the holders of the capi- 
tal stock. The shares now to be put 
on sale are from this block. 


At the meeting last night the mat- 


ter of hiring a promoter to push the 
work of disposing of the stock was 
discussed and generally favored, but 
the matter was left to the board of 
directors with power to act.

Although Laying of Rat! is Temporarily 


[Stopped on Cheshire Extension 


Although the Hoosac Valley street 


railway company 
has 
temporarily 


stopped laying tracks on its extension 
from Cheshire to Adams, still it has 
not ceased operations. On the contra- 
ry its force of men .continues to grow 
larger and at present there are 135 
men, 
picks and shovels, and 12 teams 


engaged in making the grades and 
clearing the location for the road. 


The delay In the granting of cer- 


tain privileges and instructions from 
the state highway comrpission made it 
necessary for the company to cease 
putting the Tf>\\s together and laying 
the ties, when the point on the main 
road opposite the B'azo property, now 
the 
Brown property, was reached. 


This point was reached last week. 


The work now is on the grade on 


the east border of the main road lead- 
ing to Adams from Alanson Martin's 
farm. 
Stones have " been dug 
out, 


trees and brush have been cut down \ 
until now the road iT graded as far as j 
the turn in the road, just south of j 
the Lamphire farm, half way between 
Cheshire and Cheshire Harbor. 


At the Martin farm a decided im- 


provement Is being made. There is a 
sharp curve at this point and the road 
is very narrow, just before reaching 
the farm house. The road is on the 
edge of a deep hollow and is guarded 
by heavy fence rails. Here the street 
railway company purchased a right 
of way across Mr. Martin's farm and 
is filling in and grading the hollow 
so that the curve will be taken out 
and the road straightened. Mr. Mar- 
tin himself expressed pleasure at the 
change. Again at the hill just south 
of the Lamphire farm, the ,road is to 
be straightened and tho large bank 
on the west side of the road is being 
cut away so that the road, even with 
the track laid, will be wider than ever 
before. 


To show the rapidity with which the 


company is working and its desire to 
get the road built and in operation, it 
has all Us posts set from tho Cheshire 
town hall to the end of tho construct- 
ed track, at the Blazo or Bowen prop- 
erty. The posts are so arranged that 
they may be fitted with the iron arms 
and the trolley wire could be suspend- 
ed in a day..
